With as much enthusiasm to the square 


inch as was ever witnessed in a national 
convention, enthusiasm that waa free and 
spontaneous, the Republicans of Bueks 
county nominated Henry Lear for Presi- 
dent Judge of the county at a convention 
held in Doylestown on Monday. 
And yet 


it waa not a partisan demonstration. 
The 


whole trend of sentiment ran counter to 
that. It was distinctly the conviction of 
every man present—and there were a 
thousand, all told—that the only way to 
make for a truly non-partisan Judiciary 
would be to nominate just such a man as 
Henry Lear, a man indebted to no party 
or faction for political favors but an able, 
upright citizen fully qualified in the mat- 
ter of legal attainments to preside for the 
courts of this county. It was Lear from 
beginning to end, jnst as it has been ever 
since this Judiciary matter was first dis- 
cussed. 
Only two hours before the con- 


vention assembled Mr. Lear urged that 
another be nominated in his stead but the 
convention was unanimous for him and he 
was obliged to accept the situatioa as 
he found it. 
The enthusiasm of the con- 


vention, which, in the matter of members, 
exceeded 
the recent tame Democratic 


affair ten to one, was remarkable. 
The 


mere formal presentation of Oaptian Wyn- 
koop'a name as chairman created vigorous 
applause. During the nominating speech- 
es cheers made the hall ring again and 
again. 
Every Republican felt that Mr. 


Lear's election was assured, for, as Chair- 
man Wynkoop stated, the convention was 
thoroughly representative of the county's 
best citizenship, not because It was Re- 
publican 
but 
because 
it sought the 


establishment ot a thoroughly non-partisan 
Judiciary in the county by the election of 
one free from political bias and prejudice 
of 
any kind whatsoever. 
And this en- 


thusiasm, uncontrolled and sincere, was 
all in the direction of the candidate nomi- 
nated. 


County Chairman Michener called the 


convention to order and Captain William 
Wynkoop, of Newtown, was nominated for 
Chairman. 
William 0. Mayne, of Bristol 


township, presented the name of Bromley 
Wharton, of that township, as Ohairmlb, 
but it was not seconded. 


In accepting the office of Chairman 


Captain 
Wynkoop described the conven- 


tion as thoroughly representative not only 
of the Republican party but of the citizen- 
ship of the county. 
It was eminently pro- 


per, he said, to hold the convention sepa- 
rate from regular coonventions that there 
might be no partisan spirit displayed. Il 
was wise to nominate a capable, digni.fiec 
man for Judge, which would doubtless be 
done, promising party success.

EASTBDRN NOMINATES LEAR.

finally the nomination of a candidat 
called for. Hugh B. Eastburn, Esq., o 
Doyleotown, a prominent member of th 
Bar, arose and named Mr. Lear.

LEAR THE CANDIDATE. 


At the Republican Judicial Convention 


held at Doylestown on Monday, In a burst 
of enthusiasm, Henry Lear, Eq<i., was 
unanimously nominated as a candidate for 
President Judge of the Seventh Judicial 
District, comprising Bucks county. 


The convention was a remarkable one in 


Without the slight- 
est effort upon the part of auy politician

At the i'orkei Democratic Judicial Con- 


vention a few weeks ago when the Grim 
machine exerted its Influence throughout 
the county to have delegates go to Doyles- 
tovn, about 160 persons attended, Includ- 
ing jurors, witnesses and interested per- 
sons at the criminal term of court. On 
Monday one thousand Republicans, repre- 
senting one-ninth of the party vote In the 
county, jammed Lenape Hall to its ut- 
most capacity, and it was nothing but 
Lear, and that distinguished member of

All over the country the labor question 


Is the one problem In business circles that 
gives the greatest concern. Trade union- 
Ism has run mad. 
Carpenters, masons 


and iron workers have paralysed the build- 
Ing industry; textile workers have silenced 
the hum of spindles and looms; and the 
workers in all kinds of employment are 
folding their arms and ceasing labor. 
Conditions have became such that big 
contractors fear ^to obligate themselves, 
owing to the uncertaintity of the most 
essential feature of contracts—the labor. 
The modern labor organization does not 
soem to be aware that it is 'digging a* pit 
for its own downfall. 
Taking as his text 


"The Perils of 
Unionism," -Clarence 


Darrow, who so brilliantly championed 
the cause of the United Mine Workers be- 
fore the Strike Commission, discussed re- 
en tly the dangers which, he believes, 
threaten from present tendencies among 
workingmen. In part Mr. Darrow said: 


Trade unionism is really in Us last 


analysis the effort to monopolize' the labor 
market, in the same line as the trust is— 
the effort to monopolize production. 
The 


growth of trade unionism has caused its 
greatest peril. 


When all is sp.id and ddne the power of 


public opinion 
is the 
one controlling 


power in the world. A sufficient public 
opinion will preserve trade unionism. A 
strong enough hostile public opinion will 
destroy it. Trade unionism has fought its 
long battle and won its well-earned vic- 
tories because it stood for something more 
than 
individual selfishness; because it 


really meant the upbuilding of the race. 
If it should lose its moral force and de- 
scend to pure selfishness it is bound to fall 
to pieces. 


In the groat growth of trade unionism 


in the last two'or three years they seem to 
have lost sight of these fundamental prin- 
ciples, which in the end must control. 


Labor has caught the fever of trade 


unionism, and, without knowing what It 
means or realizing who it may be of real 
service to the world, has turned its po»er 
and energy in the direction of building 
up organizations. 


Any permanent advance in the condition 


of tho>workingman must come from two 
causes; First, a creation of natural condi- 
tions that will uause increased production; 
second, a natural condition that will cause 
more equitable distribution of wealth. 
When trade unionism doeu'not work to ac- 
complish these two results it does not 
work to improve permanently the condi- 
tion of the laboring man. 


Unless this force is turned to political 


power or substantial methods for better- 
ing industrial 
conditions, rather than 


gaining temporary or personal advant- 
ages, then all this great movement must 
be for naught. 


Largo numbers df men belong to trade 


unions who do not recognize the relation 
that their organization bears to general 
progress, and who have narrow views as to 
its management, control and use. 


Others have joined the unions because 


it is easier to do so than to withstand op- 
position from their fellow workmen. Such 
are not trade unionists at heart, are not 
interested in its progress, do not under- 
stand it and care nothing for it. 


With the Republicans the question is

This involves 
the making of laws no 


based upon the idea of controlling thi 
semi-civilized vote but of stopping thi 
emigrant at the port of entry, before he 
has had a chance to become a worse Amer 
lean. 


A statesman is not afraid of the issue. 


There is no good reason why he should 
be a coward. One of the great problems 
now 
forcing itself 
upon his attention 


is the congestion of cities. They are not 
congested because the country lad rushes 
to them, although he does this, ai>d is apt 
to find there a position and a future. 
They 
are 
congested because there is 


pounced into the busy centres a mass oi 
scum, never to be assimilated, always a 
turbulent element in the world of labor, 
and a drain upon the purses of the charit- 
able. 


Europe clings to a system that creates 


the poverty stricken and the discontented. 
Let Europe take care of its product.

AT THE NATION'S CAPITOL. 


A BB18TOL1AN TELIS ABOUT A RAMBLE AHOU1ID 


WA8BIMOTON. 


Editor Gazette:—On Memorial Day at 


Arlington, juat a short distance out of 
Washington, twenty-five thousand people 
were said to have passed, through the huge 
gateways on that beautiful 
May day. 


It ie well -worth a trip to Washington to 
Bee that great silent city of the -soldier 
dead. The platform for the speakers and 
the guests on Memorial day was draped 
with flags and banners and the Marine 
Band in their scarlet coats made gay the 
green grounds. 


The Generals, with staffs of offcers, and 


the Foreign Legation, and the soldiers' 
orphans, filled the platform, the children 
bearing 
bouquets or wreath*. Flowers 


were curried about in huge baskets, and 
heaped 
upon the grave*, and the band 


played solemn, sweet ji» like tender songs 
from the deep hearts of the.people. Tears 
were on many a brown cheek, and old men 
wept 
like little boya, as officers and 


soldiers grsped hands beside the dead. 
« * * 


One cannot avoid noticing while strol- 


ling around the White House the spirit of 
simplicity which may be observed there. 


A carriage which contained a diplomat 


had just left the steps in front of the 
portico, immediately behind it and re- 
maining for some time backed up against 
the etepa of the White House wae an old 
grocery and provision wagon, from which 
sorrie articles or packages were taken out 
that presumably were intended for Mrs. 
Roosevelt's cooks. 
With the exception of 


two policemen that were lounging near the 
gates there was no restraint or aign of re 
straint on the public in going to and from 
the mansion except the necessary wait in 
the lobbies for those who had sent up 
their cards, 


Whatever one may think of Roosevelt 


theories of tho Constitution as to their im- 
perialistic effects, it is quite certain that 
there was ne\or less of a show of imperial 
doings in and around the White House 
than there now ia. The absence of the 
sentinels such as one sees in European 
palaces—swarms of guards and lackiei 
keeping watch over gates and grounds, and 
protecting the inmates with hourly and 
unceasing watch—is 
really even more 


marked than is sometimes to be seen at 
the 
fine homes of private citizens in 


Philadelphia and other large cities who 
employ a retinue of flunkeys at the doors. 


The new addition to the White House is 


in perfect harmony with the old dwelling. 
It is gratifying that the American Insti- 
tute of Architects entered an emphatic 
protest against tampering at all with the 
old building. In their judgment it is 
scholar-like example of architecture and is 
as well adapted in its style and surround- 
ings to the uses of a Presidential mansion 
in the days of Roosevelt as it was in the 
days of Madison. * * * 


Next to the Capitol itself there is now 


no building which Washington regards 
with more pride than the new Congres- 
sional Library. In its capacity, its dlgnif* 
and its interior decorations it is probably 
unsurpassed, if indeed equalled, by any 
other library building in the world. Th 
British Museum, with its severe and sober 
outlines, cannot be compared with tbi 
beautiful buildin;;, except, of course, ii 
the great number of their books anc 
curios. 
It ia said the coat of the Library 


was between six or seven million dollars 
It was built ia fewer years than the Phil 
adelphia Public Building Commission re 
quired to get that building up to th 
second story at a greater expenditure 
Although the Philadelphia City Hall 
probably 
considered 
a finer structure 


architecturally, it presents little of th 
splendid effect which the Congreasiona 
Library has in its elevated aits amidst an 
expanse of grounds and terraces. 


And now it is proposed that on th 


South side of Capitol Hill there shall b 
erected another magnificent building a 
un expense of seven million dollars, in 
which the Supreme Court and the Depart 
ment of Justice may be provided for. Th 
country is not likely to raise objection i 
such a work shall be done with the sain 
sense that marked the Library construe 
tion. It cannnt be too much to say tha 
Washington is the most attractive am
